they had, have mothing to lose in this 
direction and everything to gain from 
Soviet government disarray) but also the 
momentum, painfully built up, 
obstructed by “bureaucratic” opposition 
of. all kinds, of Kosygin's domestic 


- Limit to the Game 


So far, just as the Chinese have used 
the Viet Nam war to embroil Russia 
with America, so the Russians have tried 
to use it to keep America, as it were, on 
China's tail in Asia. There jis'a limit to 
this game, and it is mow’ being! 
approached. The Americans should 
realize this “‘and ask themselves — 
perhaps they have? — whether the time 
has not come to approach the Russians 
again, ‘not with a fanfare, but with ultra- 
secret diplomacy — perhaps they have 
hegun? — in‘an attempt to help the 
Russians off the hook on which they are 
also impaled.

London Recalls 
Its ‘Great Fire 


By KARL E. MEYER 


LONDON—On one 
memorable oc.casion, the 
shrewd reportorial instincts of 
Samuel Pepys failed him. On 
Sept. 2, 1666, the great diarist 
saw the flickering of a distant 
fire from -his window. But 
Pepys “‘thought it far enough 
off, and so went to bed again, 
and to sleep,” 

Four days and four nights 
late, five-sixths of medieval 
London lay in charred ruins. 
Up to 100,000 persons were 
left homeless. As — another 
great diarist, John Evelyn, 
described the scene: 

“The people, who now 
walked about the ruins, ap- 
peared like men in some 


dismal ‘desert, or rather in © 


sore Gity laid waste by a 
cruel enemy;. to which was 
added the stench that came 
from some poor creatures’ 
bodies, beds and other com- 
bustible belongings." 

Still, out of the ashes, a new 
London’ rose like a phoenix, 
more resplendent than ever. 
Thanks’. to the genius of 
Christopher Wren.. The Great 
Fire of 1666 stimulated rather 
than discouraged the English 
instinct for survival. In a 
decade, a-city built of lath 
and timber was replaced by a 
city of brick and stone. 

It is surely appropriate that 
London should remember its 
worst disaster without exces- 
sive lamentation.

But he conceded that the 
evacuation of some - 60,000- 
Egyptian troops from the 
Yemen by Sept. 23 — one of 
the main conditions’ of -the 
Jidda agreement of Aug. 2%, 


1965 — is “no longer & 
practical possibility.”’ 

Yemeni royalists here: see 
no prospect of a total Egyp- 
tian evacuation in the fore- 
seeable future. 

Western diplomats feel the 
best that can be said for the 
situation is that at least both 
sides still are talking. They

At the rnoment the prime minister has no 
power to order a cooling off period like the 60 
days the-U.S, president can impose. under 
legislation passed by the Congress.
